As an introduction, this is a space for the staff (If I 
ever give them a chance!) and I to rant and rage about 
various issues and ideas that are pissing us off. This 
editorial was spurred by an episode of Donahue where he inter¬ 
viewed a professor from Canada who had brought to light 
certain figures that made comparisons between Blacks, Whites, 
and Asians. This figures concerned intelligence and penis size. 

His figures said Blacks were the least intelligent, but had the 
biggest penises, while Whites took the middle ground in both

ozz Williams has been shocking people for years with his music. Beginning in the early 80's with 
the punk explosion in Los Angeles, Rozz formed the ever controversial band Christian Death. The 
legacy of Christian Death lasts until this day, even though none of the original members are 
involved in its present incarnation. Though Christian Death was disturbing in stage show and 
lyrics, Rozz was even then working with the most shocking of noises and sounds as music in the 
group Premature Ejaculation. Premature Ejaculation shocked people so much in the early 80's, 
that Rozz didn't get a chance to work through this project until *85 after he had left the original 
Christian Death. But just working in one form of music still isn't enough for Rozz, even now, besides working on his 
major noise project Premature Ejaculation, as well as a side noise project - Heltir, he is also working on a band along 
with his wife Eva O, with a more traditional set up similar to Christian Death and his wife' s band the Super Heroines. 
This new band. The Shadow Project, has just recently released their first record through Triple X Records. 



Who Is Premature Ejaculation? 

Premature Ejaculations is myself and Chuck Colinson. 
That's who runs The Happiest Place On Earth? 

Yeah. 

When was it formed? 

Uh, god, there was one that I did...the original Premature 
Ejaculations which was around '82, and that was me with 
someone else...a couple other people and we did just two 
shows and people were, like, not into it at all. They were veiy 
outraged so we couldn't get anywhere to play. 

(Laughs) 

So we just tossed it. And Chuck and I got together in about 
around '85 and started it up again. 

Where did the origin of the name come from? 

Well, basically, a friend and I who was in the original Prema¬ 
ture Ejaculations were just sitting around and thinking of 


something.. .it's very simple.. .We were just thinking.. .We 
were talking about P.E., Physical Education class, all that, 
that's what we were thinking, what else could P.E. stand 
for...and we thought Premature Ejaculations, and we 
thought.. .oh, let's use that as a name. 

Since you came from a vocal background...Christian 
Death and all...Why did you choose not to have singing on 
this project? 

Uh, oh god, probably because it's completely 
different.Different types of sound structures, and I don't 
know, we use vocal things sometimes, but generally Chuck 
does them. 

Than per say you. Your choice of samples is pretty inter¬ 
esting. Where do those originate from? 

God, anywhere we can find them. 

Oh really! 

Videos, sound effect records, god, anything we can find. 
As far as when you record in studio or performance, do 
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Eva O. singing for a Christian Death reunion show. 


you pretty much use the same equipment? 

Uh, kinda the standard equipment, the sampler and usu¬ 
ally a guitar or two and then we just find a lot of instru¬ 
ments around the street, depends on where we're 
going...drive to a show...see something and pick it up, and 
take it with us. 

That's cool! As far as graphics, inside of Death Cul¬ 
tures III there's a satirical ad for S&M masks for home 
use, I guess that's a statement against modern Amer¬ 
ica's behavior modification of people. What behavior 
do you see being modified? 

God, about every behavior imaginable. Uh, you know, it's 
being modified right now with people out on the streets 
marching against the war. I mean that's pretty piddly 
squat right now compared to what it should be. I mean, 
god, you walk to a supermarket and you see how modi¬ 
fied people really are, half the population, if not more is 
not being truly themselves. You know, they're hiding 
behind a mask. 

Why do you think they're hiding? 

Because we' re pretty much told from birth that it's not an 
acceptable thing to do what you feel like doing or be who 
you feel like being, you have to follow the trend. 

Yeah, kind of like putting pressure on you... 

Be like your parents, be like the person on T. V., be like 
anyone around you, but don't be yourself, it's a horrible 
thing, so people are afraid of it. That's what they're told, 
it's something to be afraid of. 

How do you think it can be escaped as...or as far as 
being reversed? 

Oh god... 

...or being modified...it comes from yourself. 

Very good question, uh well, yeah, I think any sorta 
change has to come from within first, and what we're 
trying to do with Premature Ejaculation is open a few 
more doors if at all possible. You know, maybe someone 
will come and see us and go, wow, they're doing that! 
Why can't I go do something I want to go do. You know it 
really has to start within yourself, you have to realize, hey, 
this is not the way I want to be living my life. So I guess you 
can say the graphics are anti-middle class, because pretty 
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much they just follow what everyone else is doing with 
out thinking, not making a voice for themselves. 

Yeah. I've never seen you live, I've just read your video 
review in the catalog. What does it comprise of per¬ 
formance wise? 

God, it's always different. Usually, we'll discuss a theme 
for that particular time, and we'll just try to make a 
message on the theme that we're doing. But, it's always 
different. We usually almost always use video and im¬ 
ages. 

So it's a really big set up as far as... 

Well, it's kinda low budget, 

There's a lot there as far as things on stage, not just 
seeing you on stage, but things around you to watch. 
How do you and Chuck get ready for the perform¬ 
ances? How do you go about discussing the scene or is 
it kinda something you think of? 

Yeah, pretty much after awhile the name did have some¬ 
thing to do with the performances because generally 
what I like to do is, like I said, come up with a theme and 
then find some objects, odds and ends, here and there on 
the spot. That's what we have to use right there. 

P.E., Premature Ejaculations, not Public Enemy. How 
much do you have to do with The Happiest Place On 
Earth organization? 

God, well it's basically Chuck's company. A lot of the 
things in the catalog we work on together. We did the 
videos together and I do a lot of the graphics. 

Do you see going further into vocalization in the band? 

Not really into Premature Ejaculations, I kind uh want to 
stay in the background in a way. Already people know 
Christian Death. Hopefully they'll know our new band. 

On to The Shadow Project, basically what is that all 
about? 

Uh, well Shadow Project is myself, my wife Eva on guitar 
and vocals, Jill on bass guitar, Morgan on drums, and we 
just got a keyboard player named Paris. And uh, I don't 
know, Shadow Project came about because Eva and I 
were living in San Francisco for a year and we got really 
bored, kinda angry at the apathy that's going on. I always 
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feel angry about that, sometimes it just increases, well you 
know it's time to start being a little more vocal about it. 

So I guess you could say... I guess people always say it's 
a Christian Death's members band, I would think it'd be 
more of a Super Heroines type band because she [Eva],and 
I guess, Jill were involved in that band way back. 

Yeah, that's one thing people don’t ever seem to... 

Understand... 

...comprehend. Oh, it's Christian Death, yeah, we do Chris¬ 
tian Death material but we also do Super Heroines material 
and we do Shadow Project material. 

Does this project tie into P.E. in any way, do you have any 
of the same shows or is it another artistic form for you to 
do? 

It's a separate thing. We have discused like maybe doing a 
show or two where Premature Ejaculations would open and 
Shadow Project would play, that might be a little tiring for 
me. 

Does that employ a lot of the same visuals and perform¬ 
ances you do with P.E. or more of a straight band thing? 

No, we are right now working on getting a stage set together 
and things like that. I mean it's going to be visual in a different 
scene than P.E. is doing. 

Memory lane time I guess, with that other band you're 
involved in... Christian Death. A million mothers want to 
know, what is the origin of that name? 

God, that's another one that's so simple but later meant a lot 
to me. It's basically the same thing happened, how the name 
came about. A friend and I were sitting around and she had 
a Christian Dior shirt on and we were kinda joking, and we 
came up with Christian Death. 

This is back I guess in the Preppie years, the Izod look. 

Right, but later on. 

Oh, but later it developed into much more. Do you con¬ 
sider that band the fore front of the early 80's Horror 
Rock or Death Rock scene, along with 45 Grave and 
Castration Squad? Or were you guys around first, or 
kinda all just at the same time? 


I think it kinda all just happened at the same time. I don’t 
really know, who was first. 

I always looked at it as a revolt against the early hardcore 
scene. Where that got totally uniformed itself, and really 
violent at the same time. 

I think that's kinda a sad thing. That's how, at the time, I think 
that's how I felt. I listened to the hard core scene, shaved 
head and all that, and then I started thinking, I want some¬ 
thing else. 

Everyone else at the time thought the band was being 
morbid for it's own good, do you think that's because the 
scene was so judgmental? 

I think a lot of people just misunderstood. My concept was 
pretty much the reason we did Christian Death and we did 
the theatrics we did was basically something I wanted to 
get out of my system. I was brought up very religious, I didn't 
fall for it, and I didn't like it. So it was a way to release that. 

The name came out so easily, how did it become that 
specter, how did it become an icon and identify that music 
and all? 

God, I have no idea. 

It just kinda built? 

Yeah, I' m happy that it did, but I have no idea why it became 
as popular as it did. 

I guess if my research is correct, around '85 you were no 
longer in the band, after the tour of Europe, is that for any 
particular reason? 

Well, yeah, the people I was working with at the time were 
just falling into the category and wanting to sound a certain 
way and never veer from that path, present it in a certain 
way, and I can't do things like that myself, so I said I'm going 
off and do this thing with Chuck, forget this because I' m riot 
going to be led down a path that I don't want to follow. 

That name became synonymous with another party, we 
all know who were talking about over there, There were 
rumors about where you ended up. I heard that you had 
either passed away or that you worked at a deli in San 
Francisco, a health food shop or something like that. Is 
there any truth to those, well we know you didn't pass 
away...it's like "Where's Rozz?" He passed away, started 
working as an insurance agent or deli of some type in the 
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city. 


Y eah it' s funny how the rumors get blown out of proportion. 
Actually I did pass away, but I decided to come back. 

(Laughter). 

No, I've heard that I've been dead, that I've had A.I.D.S., 
that I went crazy and that I was in an asylum. All this shit 
about me. The only one that I've heard that really has some 
truth to it was that I worked as a dishwasher in a restaurant 
in San Francisco. _

Yeah, it was kinda...I hadn't worked with 
the original people in quite awhile, and 
they kinda wanted to do something.

life, and a lot of the times people come to P.E. shows calling 
out Christian Death songs, and I'm like, don't you get it, it's a 
different thing. 

As far as plans for the future, are you looking for putting 
out Premature Ejaculations, Shadow Project, and Chris¬ 
tian Death on your own or are you shopping it around to 
someone else? 

No. Right now, as far as P.E. and all that, we basically do it 
ourselves. We do have an album coming out on Gymnastic 
records, who put out the Sacred War 
Compilation. But P.E. stuff we pretty much 
do ourselves, and Shadow Project. We're 
going to be going into the studio, I think in 
the next couple of weeks to record an 
album. I believe that's going to be on 
Triple X. We're negotiating right now. 
It's kinda secret. 


One question I wanted to end this with, 
the use of dead animals has been in 
your performances, with cats back in 
Christian Death, pig heads and stuff in 
P.E. performances. It is something you 
like doing - playing with dead things - or 
is it just another release for your art? 


Well, we just finished three shows with myself and Rikk 
Agnew and a very stupid drummer and a bass player named 
Cassey and that's it. 

Were you involved at that time with James McGurdey in 
a band called Doc us Karra? 

Yeah, for a short period of time. We were working together 
for a little period of time, then we were going to do a record, 
then we got too involved in bullshit, so I said no thanks. 

As far as this version of Christian Death, it's pretty much 
the same, you just got the inspiration to do it again with a 
lot more shows? 

Yeah, yeah, at first I was very reluctant to do it, I mean it's 
something that... I mean... I don't want to brush it under a 
carpet or anything, I mean you have to move on, period, in 


Uh, well the cats back with Christian 
Death were like they were already dead. 
Um, I mean everything we have ever 
used animal wise has been dead, but I 
think at the first Premature Ejaculation 
show we did , again a lot of people were upset and coming 
up to me afterwards, and going" Why do you have to use ani¬ 
mal bodies?" and all this shit, "I thought you were a vegetar¬ 
ian? " and blah, blah, blah. I mean one show... that was our 
focal point, basically it was about the physical abuse of 
animals and so it was important to us that we visually 
present it, and you know, most people thought we went out 
and went to a farm and killed the pig ourselves and brought 
it home. People have to realize they have to look beyond 
what they're doing because, I mean, the people who come 
up and complain to me about using animals in a perform¬ 
ance, you know they're out at restaurants and having steak 
that same night. It's ridiculous! 

As far as influences, as far as musical, right now and 
back when you first got into doing your own thing? 

God, so many people. Um, well David Bowie was a very big 
influence, um, Charles Manson, god, I don't know. Current 
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93, Throbbing Gristle, um a lot of different people. I think my 
biggest influence has been Bowie and Manson. 

As far as bands in the scene that you were listening too, 
also peer groups... 

I think, unfortunately, there's not that many bands that I've 
seen that I really... like there's BAST from S.F. that are 
really good, they're on our catalog, um, a band called Bent 
from Los Angeles, Sativa Luv Box from Los Angeles, Ultra 
Violence from Los Angeles, and that's about it. 

Is it hard to get shows as far as "industrial" in Los Ange¬ 
les? It's not a popular form of music with a massive scene. 

We'll it's kinda difficult at the moment because there aren't 
really a whole lot of clubs around Los Angeles, and the ones 
that are there for us to play, Helter Skelter, we refuse to play 
at any more, because they're just total idiots and I don't feel 
you should have to put up with shit from clubs. A band makes 
a club, and a club makes a band. It's a hand in hand thing, it’s 
not one person is better than the other, but unfortunately I’m 
not seeing very much of that lately. You know back in the 
early punk days, that's all there was, but now everyone's just 
out there to make a buck and that's it. So they step on other 
people. 

I imagine you get away from those pay to play places? 
Yeah. 

Any other band projects on the burner or anything? 

Well, Christian Death is no more. Shadow project is doing 
Christian Death material, so to me that's kind of a cross end. 
Shadow Project, I'm going to stick with, we're going to be 
touring Europe soon and P.E. were planning on doing some¬ 
thing else soon and I have another project called Heltir that 
I just work on by myself. That's probably the easiest one 
because all I have to deal with is myself. 

Is that comparable to P.E. or samples and performance 
on stage or straight...? 

It's pretty...I don’t know I think it's a lot Rozz and P.E.. P.E. 's 
a little more technical. Heltir is a little more along the lines of 
Whitehouse, the Comm Organization, very noisy, sorta like 
them. I like noise. It's a nice thing. 

You were talking about Europe now, as far as playing a 
tour of the states or anything ...just want to make a name 
for yourselves now, and then build on that, so you can get 


to other places or do you pretty much want to just stay 
down south? 

We'll uh, no we would love to tour the states. I thinfc kinda 
right now we're looking to go to Europe first. Then probably 
come back and do the states, and go back to Europe, be¬ 
cause I want to relocate there and uh, so I think that's how 
we're probably going to work it. Come back and do the 
states, and then go back over. ■

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First, about this interview. The quotes from Robert Ward are from Robert Ward the tour manager and the 
only non-Japanese (He is a Japanese American) member of Kodo, not me, Robert Ward your editor. Yes, we 
really do share the same name (No, I didn't check on our middle names). So now that that's clear, on with the 
interview. 


T he story starts in 1971, when seven Japanese 
decided to become "samurai of percussion". This 
is around the same time Mishima’s Shield Soci¬ 
ety was disbanded, and 
there are rumors some 
of the "samurai of per¬ 
cussion" may have 
been Shield Society 
members, but don't 
expect Kodo to talk 
about politics, they are 
musicians. Tired of the 
modem and western 
influences on Japan 
they decided to live 
communally on Sado 
island, in the sea of 
Japan. An island now 
famous for artists in self exile while in the 13th century 
the island was used for the detention of political dis¬ 
sentients. One of the projects Kodo is involved in now, 
that shows what Kodo is working for, is Kodo village 
on Sado island. Kodo village or Kodo Mura speaks to 
two ideas. Robert explains this - " The roots of the 
word Mura [village] is the same as for the roots of the 
word 'group'. It was the feeling of the person who first 
had the idea for this project that Japan is getting away 
from the feeling of a group, which is not really true 
compared to a society like America. It [Japan] is 
much more group oriented than America..." Robert 
also says "I don't think there's anything they dislike 
about modemJapan. It'snot such a negative thing, it's 
a positive thing. It’s not that they dislike 'Modem 
Japan'... a more simple way of living... they're aware 
that could be just as good." 


At first these "Samurai of percussion" had 
nothing to play. It was their wait for drums that had 
founder Tagaysu Den start a program of discipline 

and physical training, 
with an emphasis on 
running to take up the 
group's time till they had 
drums. In 1975 the group 
ran the 26 mile Boston 
Marathon and then pro¬ 
ceeded to play their 
drums for an hour. In 
1981, as Robert Ward 
puts it, "...there was a split 
within the group. The 
performers left the di¬ 
rector. They formed the 
group KODO and the 
former name [ed. "Ondekoza" which means Demon 
Drummers] and the drums, and started a new group." 
It seems that the group felt that now that they had 
drums their time should be spent practicing, rather 
than running. Besides the original name and drums 
leaving with Tagaysu Den was his forbiddance of 
saki, his vegetarian meal program, and forbiddance of 
women in the group. 

In their new birth, the group took the new 
name of KODO. Kodo means both the sound of a 
mother's heart beat as heard in the womb, and "chil¬ 
dren of the drum." This new name expressed the 
group's fascination with the sound of the drum and the 
childlike enjoyment with which they play their drums. 

After the recognition they gained in 1975, 
where the audience called for an encore for a full 
hour, the longest in the festival's history, Kodo has

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continued to play concerts worldwide for the last 
decade from Asia to Europe to the Americas. 

In medieval Japan, avillage's limits were said to be 
marked by the distance an Odakio drum could be 
heard. In their 1990-91 "One Earth Tour", Kodo has 
expressed the concept of a global village by touring 
world-wide with their drums, their sound covering the 
earth. 

This infusion of traditional and modem carries 
through every element of Kodo. Tradition is alive in 
their commune, but doesn't limit their freedoms. 
Leonard Eto, a member of the present group, said in a 

Japan Times' article of 1989, 

"Our challenge is to infuse tra¬ 
ditional Japanese music with 
new life without destroying it 
in the process." 

The Kodo commune con¬ 
tains both performers, crew, 
and administration. Every year 
Kodo auditions six new 
members. The apprenticeship 
is described as "...Very vigor¬ 
ous training, highly disciplined.. .be pretty obedient to 
the teachers, for a one year program. And then you're 
asked to either become a full member or to not be¬ 
come a member. And once you become a full mem¬ 
ber there' s still a long process of working your way up 
to actually making a significant contribution to the 
stage show. For instance - people who have just 
become apprentices this year, they do a lot more of 
the grunt work. During the performance they're mostly 
just moving equipment around the stage." On training 
"...For the apprentices there's a 10 kilometer [ed. 
around 6 miles] run every morning at dawn, before 
dawn in the winter, and about three hours of practice 
in the morning, and about three hours of practice in the 
afternoon with an hour session in the afternoon of 
stretching. And of course there's living in a communal 
situation doing cooking and everyday life chores." 
Kodo's performances contain elements of both mu¬ 
sic, theater, and dance, so everyone must be profi¬ 
cient in all forms of the performing arts. This profi¬ 
ciency is acquired through training. Some of Kodo's 
members in the past have not had a musical training 
before Kodo. Kodo's practices consist of five to six 
pieces worked and reworked and refined everyday. 
Next, they watch videos of previous performances, 
and practice them to perfection. This strenuous train¬ 
ing limits the performers to the ages of around 20 to 


35. Older members either take offices in Kodo's ad¬ 
ministration, teaching, show production, or leave. 
The group tours most of the year, staying on their 
island home only 3 to 4 months a year. 

Besides the inclusion of three women in Kodo's 
lineup at present, Kodo also ignores other traditional 
viewpoints or prejudices that might be expected of a 
tradition oriented group. Many of their compositions 
use themes from Korea and Africa, drums from the 
South Seas, all used in concert with their own drums, 
and perform with other musicians from individuals to 
symphony orchestras. Kodo performances also blend 
elements not usually ex¬ 
pected together. An average 
Kodo performance will last 
for up to an hour and a half. 
Performance is the opera¬ 
tive word, Kodo takes ele¬ 
ments of the theater and 
drama in its presentation, as 
well as dance and singing 
with its drum playing. Kodo 
also incorporates a bamboo 

flute and clackers, gongs, symbols, and a shamise (a 
3 stringed instrument). Kodo's repertoire consists of 
about half traditional in theme and composition and 
half original compositions written for them or by 
them. 

On traditional folk festival/religious songs Kodo 
does, Robert explained "... In Japan it's a bit hander to 
separate the two because a lot of the festivals are 
centered around the shrines, but they're not solemn 
religious festivals You might have a Buddhist chant, 
but we're not about to do a Buddhist chant on stage. 
But the festivals are more associated with the Shinto 
shrines, and in that sense, I guess you could say it's a 
religious festival, but not really." 

To say Kodo’s performance is impressive is an 
understatement. There is a certain religious fervor in 
the enjoyment of playing their drums. When I saw 
Kodo, the stage had the minimalist design paralleled 
in much Japanese art. Kodo began the show with an 
old fishing chant/song which then broke into a steady, 
powerful drumming. Throughout the night, without 
any electronic assistance, the seats near me, some 
60feetaway, were shaken by Kodo's drumming. But 
their drumming isn't always so loud, they varied the 
sound from the sound of crickets and rain, to the 
sound of a train. Kodo's pieces also differ in arrange¬ 
ment from one to six or more players, on drums most

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the time, but other times on the previously men¬ 
tioned instruments, including solos with the shamise 
and bamboo flute. Kodo doesn't always just stay on 
stage, during one piece several members of the 
troop played their drums, while dancing through the 
auditorium. Throughout the performance, Kodo 
continued to amaze, drawing powerful sounds and 
songs from their drums. The last numbers before 
the encore are usually when they reveal the drum 
they're famous for - the 900 pound Odakio, carved 
from one tree, and played from both ends. The 
power of this drum and what Kodo draws from it is 
really something that must be experienced. Even 
after a very athletic show of more than an hour and 
a half, Kodo went on to do an encore of at least ten 
to twenty minutes, dancing throughout the audito¬ 
rium, playing with the same power and enthusiasm 
as they had started the show with. 

You can see this type of drumming. There 
are many local Taiko troops in America. To hear 
one of these troops look for traditional Japanese 
festivals where such troops might be playing. ■

Skinheads in East Germany 

—part one — 

The roots of youth rebelion in eastern Germany

ractors and boom lifts were brought into place as thousands of onlookers rejoiced in what was to be the greatest 
event of the decade. Only days after the glorious celebration of forty years of the East German nation, a 
/ celebration which inspired the president of East Germany to say that the wall would stand for another 100 years, 
' the wall fell. Germany was to become whole once again. In the shadow of the aftermath of the wall's fall, not 

only joy has come, but so has desperation and violence. With the wall's fall came a rising among a segment of 
the youth of the former East Germany. They have also been fighting a war that never ended for them. Eastern Germany didn't 
just lose the war, they were occupied and taken over by the Third Reich's enemy, communism. Their economic situation has 
been made only worse by the reunification and they are taking a desperate stand to regain their self worth. These youths have 
been frustrated and forgotten, to face a new wall of unemployment and increasing poverty. They face little or no chance for 
a future in the present economic shape of what was once East Germany. As a result, they have banned together to make a 
future of their own. A future based on militarism and National Socialism. 

To say eastern Germany wanted communism is to be blind to the fact that they didn't chose that system. Communist 
Russia imposed it on them. Once Eastern Germany was occupied by Russia they wouldn't give it up, going against their 
agreements with the allies. For those taken over by the Russians, it just proved all too well to them they were fighting the right 
fight against Communism during WW n. Considering this, their war didn't end in 1945, it only just began. It's only natural 
for Nazi beliefs to have survived and continued to be held by some Eastern Germans, especially by their children. With the 
wall finally coming down, who knows if the rightist violence is new, or if it has always been there and been covered up by 
the communists. 


Under Communist rule, many East German children were spending their lives under the guidance of the state-run club, 
The Free German Youth (ed. Some contradiction in terms, huh?). This Communist youth club placed great stress on 
conformity, not unlike the Hitler Youth of the Nazi Era. These youths were left directionless upon the crumbling of East Ger¬ 
many. The sudden change in social environment has caused great conflict and crisis for Eastern German youth. Many of those 
who have not chosen to resort to right-wing extremism as an answer to their situation and frustration, have been left helpless 
due to the political indoctrination fed to them constantly from the cradle by a system and government that has fallen across 
Europe, and all but disappeared in their own country. Raised with no need to think for themselves, in fact encouraged not to, 
hope for a better future is not very abundant. 



Now that Germany has become whole again on paper, many east Germans are hoping for the dreamworld of the west 
they had when the wall was up, while having to face the overwhelming problems left them by the communist system. Now 
without even the low paying jobs and subsidies the East German government used to keep the East German economy going, 
eastern Germans are left in a new world to them, without anything to sustain them. 

Eastern Germany's isolation under communist rule did a lot to foster racial hatred and anti-Semitism. East German 
citizens were shut off from other peoples, cultures, and ways of life. The xenophobia that grows out of isolation has been felt 
by nearly all Eastern Germans. Strange feelings of mistrust have been felt for an outside world they know little about. Sheltered 
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like a child by a overprotective parent, they not only have 
come to misunderstand and mistrust the outside world, but to 
fear it. The system that has always claimed to support the 
ideal of a universally equal man has fostered more distrust 
rather than less. It seems the claims of state fostered racism 
in West Germany and the western system made by the gov¬ 
ernment of East Germany and the U.S.S.R. don't quite ring 
that true when looking at the results of their own government 
and system. This racism has also been compounded by East 
Germany's policy of bringing in communist Cubans and 


in eastern Germany who have no economic future to speak of, 
and see the foreigners as unwanted competition invading 
their country and contributing to the fall of their country with 
their foreign un-German ways. 

The reunification has also brought on strong feelings 
of social rootlessness among the youth of Eastern Germany. 
The social structure under which they were raised has sud¬ 
denly been taken away. Their parent grew up under the 
foreign imposed communist party while it still managed to 
impose its image of a noble cause, and utopia future, but this

Vietnamese into Germany as an ideal, and as labor. Since 
almost everything associated with the corruption of commu¬ 
nism and the false world it fostered on the eastern Germans 
has now come under attack. Now the rootless foreign com¬ 
munist left in eastern Germany after the walls collapse are 
coming under attack. Having been the most successful of the 
Eastern block countries, they were besieged with an influx of 
foreigners from eastern Europe trying to feed off their artifi¬ 
cially propped up economy. Two of the biggest groups of 
these unwanted immigrants has been Russian Jews and 
Gypsies. Sounds like some of the same situations that Ger¬ 
many tried to deal with in the Third Reich. And now that the 
wall has come down, the situation has only become worse, 
with the influx of more immigrants, and the violence on them 
that has become the only release for many right wing youths 


current generation has seen how root less and false these 
communist claims were, and are now tasting the bitter fruit 
left for them as the result of the power politic partitioning of 
Germany by the Allies after World War II. The foreign 
imposed Communist system fostered a blind obedience to a 
foreign central authority, and the Soviet imposed Left wing 
totalitarian state became the ideal environment for the incu¬ 
bation of a reaction of right wing thought and nationalistic 
behavior in Eastern Germans. 

Young eastern Germans have been left with very little 
hope as the result of the reunification. As it stands, only one 
in every three will get an apprenticeship, and even fewer will 
receive one in a trade they are interested in. It has been said ^ 

that the mood in eastern Germany is very similar to the yO 

hopeless and chaotic mood during the economic crisis of V f ( 
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1929 in the Weimar Republic, which allowed Hitler to gain the support he needed to be elected as 
chancellor of Germany. 

It is estimated that 10,000 to 15,000 eastern German youths have already chosen to take action 
through right wing extremism. Some 40,000 more are considered potential adherents to the rightist's

views. These numbers have given confidence to the new Nazi cause, and these new, young Nazis are let¬ 
ting their frustration be known freely. The speed with which the young eastern Germans have been able 
to turn words into actions, and get away with it, is alarming. 

When the Polish/German border was opened in early April, in an odd twist on the blitzkrieg of 
Poland September 1, 1939, teen aged skinheads blocked border crossings and attacked the "Blitzkrieg" 
of Polish tourists in their cars. Attacks on foreigners and leftists are ever increasing. On April 20, in 
celebration of Hi tier's Birthday, youths marched through several cities, starting brawls with leftist gangs. 
Even murder has not been beyond the young rightists. In late April skinheads stormed a streetcar in 
Dresden and threw out a young Mozambiquean man to his death from the moving car. The skinheads at- 
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tacked a church sponsored demonstration that was called in protest of the young Mozambican's slaying. 

The list of right wing violence goes on. In Dresden alone, there have been over 24 cases of such extremist actions. 
The police, who are unaccustomed to this new crime of street violence, and are also highly disorganized due to the recent 
change in government, have been left confused, undirected, and overwhelmed by the rise in rightist activities. Numerous riots 
have broken out in which the police have found themselves hopelessly out numbered. The tide of street violence is frighten¬ 
ing for the police of eastern Germany who have also been subjected to economic depression and unemployment. Reductions 
as high as 50 percent have already been made in the number of police officers in some cities. Not only do they not understand 
the situation of street violence, they don't know who should be taking care of it, besides the fact they don't have the manpower 
to face the problem. 

For the youth of Eastern Germany, regional patriotism has filled a need for acceptance, belonging, and protection. 
They are trapped between two worlds, one that robbed them of their freewill and destiny, one a hope of freedom they can't 
possibly grasp. Forced into a world where it takes an individual's will to survive, they can't go back to the one world that told 
them exactly what to do and sapped their individual will. It may be many years before Eastern Germany regains some sense 
of stability and many are grabbing at anything offering it. In the meantime the right wing extremists are trying to find their own 
path to survival. They are fighting their own battle, "The Western Radicals have nothing to say to us," says Lutz Kronenberger 
a "skinhead" leader, "They have no idea what life is like here!"

DEATH IN JUNE, CURRENT 93, and SOL 
INVICTUS 

May 16,1991 The Venue / London / England 

On May 16, 1991, an event took place within a small club in 
the south area of London. Those lucky enough to attend crowded 
into the small Kings Cross venue appropriately called ' The 
Venue ' to savor the performances of the three near legendary 
musical groups. Death In June headlined the evening's bill and 
put on an extraordinary performance before a mesmerized 
audience. They were preceded by the appearances of Sol 
Invictus and Current 93 whose magnificent performances 
remained unshaded by the headliner. This long awaited show 
was the first London appearance together in some time, and 
concluded their highly successful joint tour of Germany earlier 
this year. 

More than 700 had gathered together that May evening to 
await the arrival on stage of Sol Invictus, Current 93, and Death 
In June. Many of those who attended were from all over 
Europe and abroad, since interest in the bands' music has 
always lay on a more international level. This international 
mood and atmosphere added much to the evenings experience. 
The attention was high as the lights went low and Sol Invictus 
made its way onto the stage. 

The stage appeared to be built into the wall at the far end of 
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the club, and was like a shadowbox in appearance. From a side 
door emerged Tony Wakeford, and he took his place center 
stage. He was closely followed by the other members of Sol 
Invictus who took their places on either side of Tony on the 
stage. The lighting was simple, and the stage was void of 
ornamental decoration. Attention was to be brought only to the 
sounds of the music and not to an unnecessary spectacle. 

The set began with a cello intro which set the mood for the 
rest of the performance. The music to follow was to be power¬ 
ful and haunting, and was far from the type of music that you 
could shake your body to. The audience was left to merely 
absorb the sounds and did so with pleasure. 

The lighting on the stage was made up of subtle changes of 
blue to white light as the music made a transition from cello to 
a keyboard intro of "Rex Talionis." The audience remained 
hushed as the intro came to an end and Sol Invictus was in full 
operation with "Angels Fall." 

Tony Wakeford, along with other band members: Karl Blake, 
Leithana, Sarah Bradshaw, and Nick Hall, made up the eve¬ 
ning's line up. Tony had a strong presence. The transition from 
white to blue lighting gave him an almost ghostly appearance. 
He stood dressed in black, short haired with his moustache and 
goatee, appearing before the audience resembling a priest-like 
figure addressing his congregation in the spotlight before a 
black void. 

The other band members each had a similar presence. They 
all faced the audience directly, demanding attention to their 
visages. 

The set was made up of a dozen or so songs ranging from 
past and present albums. They all had almost a medieval feel to 
them, which has always been the style of Sol Invictus. At the 
end of their set the band members left the stage, each with a 
brief smile and a simple wave. 

Current 93 was the next to follow and after a brief intermis-

sion as the roadies rearranged the instruments on stage, 
C93 climbed onto the stage and took their places. 

The stage was a bit more elaborate this time though it 
still lacked ornamentation. Emphasis was placed on per-

cussion and a kettle drum was set up 
along with other drums. Two acoustic 
guitarists took their places, one of these 
being Douglas P. of Death In June who 
went almost unrecognized at first. 

David Tibet entered the stage carry¬ 
ing a rolled up carpet carefully under 
both his arms. He cradled the object as if 
it afforded him some sense of great 
security. He shuffled to the center of the 
stage and unrolled the small carpet and 
displayed it to the audience. The small 
nursery rug bore the cartoon image of 
Noddy the Gnome. The audience roared 
at the sight, and a few members of the 
audience displayed small figures of 
Noddy in return. Tibet quickly put the 
rug away and took his place at the mi¬ 
crophone alongside Joolie Woods of Sol 
Invictus who took on Rose McDowall's 
duties for this night very well. 

The set began with "This ain't the 
Summer of Love." Joolie Woods com¬ 
manded the violin through out the night 
as Tibet sang into the microphone red 
faced and with all the determination of a 
televangelist. He leaned towards the au¬ 
dience with his eyes bulging, and his free 
hand moving like that of a conductor, to 
accent the rhythm-of his words. 

Tibet was almost childlike in his 
mannerisms with his shoeless feet, fa-

cial expressions and the Noddy the 
Gnome sleeveless T - shirt. His leather 
pants and tattoos said otherwise, and 
his performance was both serious and 
mature. 

Joolie Woods' violin playing was full 
of flavor and inspiring. She also played 
the recorder and sang back-up vocals. 

C 93 has a presence live that is un¬ 
equaled by their recordings, the per¬ 
cussion resounded through out the club 
and the acoustics carried the beauty of 
their music. Tibet would interact with 
the audience and toss about his wit and 
humor. He even went as far as to take 
requests to which he would respond to 
withagleeful 'yes' oradecisive 'NO'. 
With a sincere 'thank you' from Tibet 



C 93 ended their set and left the stage. 

The intermission was longer this time 
for now the roadies were arranging a 
very elaborate set of instruments. A large 
brass gong was put in place along with 
two kettle drums, several smaller drums 
including electronic drum pads, wind 
chimes, and an electronic console. 

The members of Death In June took 
their places on the stage as the drummer 
sounded the gong and smoke began to 
fill the stage. Only three musicians were 
to take part in the menagerie. Douglas 
took center stage armed with an acous¬ 
tic guitar and flanked on one side by a 
kettle drum and on the other by a drum 


pad. On the right side of the stage was 
David Tibet who played a bass guitar 
as well as a drum and the wind chimes. 
On the right side of the stage stood the 
drummer, already warmed up after 
doing the drums for C 93. 

A second beat of the gong marked 
the beginning and the music filled the 
club. The music was intense with per¬ 
cussion as well as static created by 
Tibet's bass and prerecorded sounds 
on a tape player. Only Douglas's voice 
and his acoustic guitar offered any 
melody. 

Their performance went on for 
about forty five minutes and ended 
with a climatic rendition of "C'est Un 
Reve" which involved each of the band 
members striking their drums and 
chanting in unison,. A steady strobe 
light flashing from behind them left 
them as silhouettes in a lighting storm 
of exhilaration. With the tape machine 
still playing the distorted sounds of 
screams and yelling the band mem¬ 
bers dropped their instruments and 
strode off stage. The tape player went 
on for another five minutes or so be¬ 
fore DIJ returned to the stage for their 
encore. Despite a few technical diffi¬ 
culties they played two more songs. 
One of which was "In Sacrilege" sung 
by David Tibet. 

After they left the stage the lights 
came on and a great event had be¬ 
come a thing of the past. 

I had attended this show with a lot 
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of expectations and a lot of precon¬ 
ceived ideas of what it would be like. I 
left instead with a strange sense of en¬ 
lightenment. This show was unlike other 
shows because the bands performing 
this night made little effort to impress 
the audience. What effort they did make 
seemed to come naturally and was not 
forced. Instead, they merely offered 
themselves as they were. That was 
enough. 

It is a loss to many that these groups' 
play veiy little outside of Europe. Though 
each of these groups music is quite dif¬ 
ferent, they each offer a common ex¬ 
perience that no one should miss if they 
were given a chance to attend. As with 
any group, recordings barely hold a 
candle to a live performance by any 
one of these immortal groups.

FRONT LINE ASSEMBLY 
May 17, 1991 The Underground / 
London / England 

In the Camdon Town area of Lon¬ 
don on May 17, 1991 Front Line As¬ 
sembly performed before a near sold 
out audience. The club in which they 
played, known appropriately as The 
Underground, was the basement por¬ 
tion of a well known local pub. 

The stage was low and in the pit area 
of the club. So those who chose not to 
stand in the pit were given a bit of an 
areal view of the performance. Unfor¬ 
tunately for many, however, their view 
was blocked by a large pole which held 
the ceiling. The stage was decorated 
with camoflague netting, and the in¬ 
struments were covered with white 
sheets. 

The warm up band for this evening 
was a local band know as 70 Gwen 
Party. It's two members put on a mostly 
preprogramed show that demonstrated 
more of the ability to make noise than 
any musical talent. The vocals, the beat 
and the chords remained incompatable 
with each other through out the per¬ 
formance. I would suggest possibly 
purchasing their album, but for the time 
being their stage performance leaves 
much to be desired. 


After the opening band left the stage, 
the white sheets were removed to reveal 
various keyboards on homemade racks 
of scrap steel, computer consoles, and 
a set of drums and percussion that in¬ 
cluded various weights of sheet metal. 

Among the props were offstage 
projectors that played a constant stream 
of moving visual entertainment to add 
to the stage show. This complemented 
the stage design and added to an other¬ 
wise boring stage performance. Upon 
the arrival of the band members and 
after their intro the lead singer did little 
more than pace back and forth on the 
stage swinging his arms and yelling into 
the mike. I must complement the per¬ 
cussionists wild drumming antics how¬ 
ever. He exagerated his arm move¬ 
ments and emphasiszed the steady pulse 
of the rythm. 

I found the show to be reminisent of 
the heyday of punk. The music and the 
stage presence was very raw and un¬ 
refined. Unlike punk however, the music 
remained monotonous and loud. The 
true enjoyment of the show was found 
in the pit where the interest was in 
thrashing about and not in what was 
happening on the stage.

A narrarator sets up 10 stories, followed by appropriate 
sound effects. The Haunted House, The Very Long Fuse, 
The Dogs, Timber, Your Pet Cat, Shipwreck, The Unsafe 
Bridge, Chinese Water Torture, The Birds, and The Martian 
Monsters. This is so silly, every yell on this side is the same 
yell, over and over again. There are a few funny surprise 
endings to some of these stories. Side two is of Screams and 
Groans, Thunder, Lightning and Rain, Cat Fight, Dogs, A 
Collection of Creaks, Fuses and Explosions, A Collection of 
Crashes, Birds, Drips, and Splashes and Things in Space. 
This side is more satisfactory without the goofy narrations, 
even though the sounds have that stage quality to them and 
are a bit hokey - even though the cover says it is not intended 
for young impressionable children from 3 to 8,1 guess 1 to 2 
year olds can take it.

I think this is one of the first transmis¬ 
sions from the Abraxas foundation. 
Here Boyd Rice faces Bob Larson, one 
of the country' s most popular Christian 
radio talk program hosts.

Allerseelen creates an atmos¬ 
phere of lurking doom, slow, quiet, 
mysterious, lumbering right out of a 
waking nightmare. The violin gives it a 
feel of being out of the darkest part of 
the dark ages.

This ties it with the idea 
behind this work, a requiem dedicated 
to the fire festival of Samhain, the Celtic 
Halloween.

My first impression of the new Coil 
single is that like so many other great 
groups, Coil has given in to the over¬ 
whelming omnipresence of dance 
mixing. So far I haven't developed a 
second impression. With Windowpane 
Coil has adapted a steady smooth 
'house-like' grove that might lead any 
fan to believe that one of the many 
popular mixmasters out there such as 
D.N.A. have become bored with pop 
and have decided to delve underground. 
What has been created is still distinctly 
Coil... with a twist. The music has a 
haunting ominously about it and the 
vibrating vocals are very soothing. I 
feel that Windowpane marks a pleas¬ 
ant, thought not entirely original change 
in direction for Coil. Longtime fans may 
find the new style hard to digest at first, 
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but the familiarity of Rose McDowall's 
voice on the backing vocals and the 
mixing work of Danny Hyde could make 
it easier to swallow. (Threshold House

Crash Worship - Pillar of Fire 
limited edition of 500 

This is a limited edition one sided rec¬ 
ord. The cover is silk screened, and the 
second side of the record has an en¬ 
graving of a tribal drumming figure. 
The first side has two songs, the first 
one a wall of rhythm and noise is cre¬ 
ated by the stopping and starting of the 
banging of all sorts of metal and glass. 
Over this is a voice speaking secrets 
and moaning chants. The second song 
is of slow, subverted tribal beats ac¬ 
companied by what I can only describe 
as serpentine horns.

Current 93 - Broken Birds 
Ptolemaic Terrascope Vol. 2 No. 2 
Winter 90/91 (Issue #6) 

This is a truly great 7 inch. This is a live 
recording in Japan. The music is famil¬ 
iar to "Horse". This song is about a 
world absent of things bright, the sun, 
birds in the sky, and the sound of chil¬ 
dren's laughter. This sonjf seems to be 
addressing a theme Current 93 will be 
dealing with in the future, the 7th age of 
Kalki, a time when all of man's behav¬ 
ior have become inhuman. (See Ptole¬

Current 93 - Looney Runes 

This recording is made of both studio 
and live pieces of Current 93's merrie 
malaise. Side one is Freya Aswynn 
singing a version of 'Panzer Rune' not 
unlike the Crooked Crosses version. 
Followed by "That's All Folks", a mix 
of "Panzer Rune" that becomes very 
very powerful, wonderful, and dread¬ 
fully frightening all at the same time. 
Side two is the next instalment of The 
Final Church live shows, or - you've got 
Sol in Japan, you've got D in J in Japan, 
now here's C93 in Japan. Everyone is 
in fine form here and this seems to be 
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the best of the live in Japan recordings. 
Side two also contains the new track 
"Farewell" and "The Birds Have 
Stopped Singing". This recording also 
gives a new contact address for The 
Final Church of the Noddy Apocalypse, 
20 Hanway Street, London Wl. En¬ 
close an SAE or IRC to get a response. 
I recommend getting the vinyl copy as 
it includes a 60's style poster for The 
Final Church, which even includes Cur¬ 
rent's new mascot, who also appears 
on the wonderful cover of this release..

Current 93 Presents - Sveinbjom Be- 
inteinsson "EDDA" 

This is the third Current 93 presents 
release and this one is my favorite. 
Sveinbjom Beinteinsson (bom 1924) is 
the man who in 1972 founded and has 
headed the Asatru Sect (religion of the 
ancient northern European gods - the 
Aesir) in Iceland. This is a recording of 
him singing/chanting the Poetic Edda, 
the source for what we know of the old 
gods. This CD comes with a booklet 
with bibliographical information on 
Sveinbjom Beinteinsson as well as the 
texts of the Edda's in Icelandic as well 
as English by Lee M. Hollander. The 
Edda's read are "Voluspa", "Havamal", 
"Sigurdrifumal", as well as several 
rimur/set form poems by Sveinbjom 
Beinteinsson. The Edda are read in a 
chanting way, varying little from piece 
to piece. The rhythm is like a work song 
all in Icelandic, but every once in a 
while you can hear the names, and 
names of places said properly that stay 
the same for the gods and the places in 
the works through out northern Eu¬ 
rope. These recordings are licensed 
from Geisli Lmtd./ P.O. Box 501 / 1211 
Reykjavbik / Iceland. You should be 
able to get this release via Current 93 
though. 

Foetus Inc. - Somnambulumdrum 
Reflex magazine Flex #13 Volume 2 
Issue 2 

I hope some of you out there found this 
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besides me. This is one wonderful 
Foetus rant all about child molestation 
with a really wonderful chorus - "Frat¬ 
ricide, Matricide, Patricide, Incest-icide, 
No Daddy, No Daddy, No!, with won¬ 
derfully appropriate little fragments like 
"It's ten'o'clock, do you know where 
your kids are?". As Foetus puts it "It's 
about a misunderstood kid, subjected 
to incest from his father. He revolts by 
killing his entire family". This track was 
done specifically for Reflex magazine, 
there is even a little reference to Reflex 
at the end of the song. Reflex also has a 
wonderful interview with Foetus and a 
very good discography of music and

Max Goldt - Die M^jestatische Ruhe 
Des Anorganischen 
Since this is all in German, I can't tell 
you what the songs are about. The 
music, from what I gather, is a collec¬ 
tion of Max Goldt's work from 1984 to 
1990. The music is like early experi¬ 
mental, avantgarde stuff, the likes of 
Laurie Anderson and Klaus Nomi. 
There is mostly electronic keyboard 
work hear, very early technology, and 
some odd vocals in German. This rec¬ 
ord is quiet pleasant if you like the early 
experimental works from the early 80’s.

Heartbeat Drummers of Japan 

This is a good introduction to Kodo. It 
wasn't listed in the discography infor¬ 
mation I've seen, so I think it has just 


recently released, even though this was 
recorded March 17,1985. This release 
contains examples of Kodo's folk sing¬ 
ing/chanting, the power of their drums 
and drumming, the discipline of their 
drumming, making sounds from barely 
hearable to deafening, examples of the 
strings and flutes they play, as well as 
their famous piece Monochrome. If 
you want to get more of a description of 
Kodo, look at the article/interview in 
this issue. 

Laibach 

3 - Oktober Geburt einer nation 12" 

Has Laibach gone too far this time? I' m 
not sure if you' 11 believe this version of 
"Geburt einer Nation/One 
Vision(Kraftbach Mix)", it contains an 
excessive amount of acid beats and 
samples, pure dance beats mixed in 
with the regular pieces of "Geburt einer 
Nation/One Vision", just too funny. The 
fun doesn't stop with side one, side two 
has a version of "One Vision" live in 
Osterreich (Austria for those of you 
who do not know). Imagine Laibach 
rock'n and rolling in a huge stadium, 
who ever would have thought Laibach 
as rock gods? I loved the funky bass 
and marching drums too. For trivia's 
sake this record was released in com¬ 
memoration of the reunification of 
Germany. (Mute Records Ltd.) 

The Manson Family Sings the Songs 
of Charles Manson 
(previously unreleased material re¬ 
corded in 1970) Commodity Network, 
catalog# DR -999,1991. 

"Brothers slay brothers; 

Sisters' children 
Shed each other's blood. 

Hard is the world; 

Sensual sin grows huge. 

There are sword-ages, axe-ages; 
Shields are cleft in twain; 

Storm-ages, murder ages; 

Till the world falls dead, 

And men no longer spare 
Or pity one another." 

Norse Mythology (R.B. Anderson) 


The signs are here that preparations 
are underway for Ragnarok and the 
Twilight of the Gods, and the Norse 
vision of apocalypse ring with a stronger 
bell of truth than the claims of the Chris¬ 
tian prophecies. The age of throat-slic¬ 
ing is back, and the battle hymns are 
already being performed on The Man- 
son Family Sings. 

Generally the only musical material 
available of Charles Manson that one 
can locate is in the form of a bootleg 
version oftheLIE l.p. which was origi¬ 
nally issued on the ESP Disk label at the 
time of the Tate/La Bianca murders 
trial. While this contained some classic 
material, it only shows the bares sur¬ 
face to the depths of thought and crea¬ 
tivity which Manson invests into his 
music. Here finally in The Family Sings 
releases are we allowed to look much 
farther into the soul of the man and 
witness the vision of his circle. Manson 
himself does not appear on the l.p., al¬ 
though his spirit is unquestionably pres¬ 
ent. It seems that after the arrests and 
trials had begun, a friend of the "fam¬ 
ily's" offered the members who were 
still at large the use of his recording 
studio. From a reliable source it has 
been found out that the male figure 
who both sings much of the main vo¬ 
cals on the record, as well as playing 
very competent guitar throughout, is 
none other than Steve Grogan, a.k.a. 
'Clem'. The songs themselves, all writ¬ 
ten by Manson, are incredible in their 
complexity and the poetry of the lyrics. 
Oftentimes the various females who 
appear on the l.p. will sing ethereal 
background harmonies with such eerie 
lyrics as "Die-To Be-To Die..." One 
could probably hear this record hun¬ 
dreds of times and still find new, previ¬ 
ously unnoticed phrases in the myriad 
twists and turns of the music. 

Listening to this record brings back a 
time when music was a tool to lift man's 
spirits, to inspire, to drive; not simply 
something to serve as "cruise control' 
background music for shopping mall 
ambience. The message is loud and 
clear; even those who do not keep up 
with the so-called "Manson mystique" 
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will be intoxicated by the beautiful power 
behind this full length l.p.. Many who 
may have heard television interviews 
or seen actual pieces of writing by 
Manson may have found his words 
confusing or his ideas hard to under¬ 
stand when voiced in his unique way of 
speaking which often borders on being 
stream-of-consciousness. Not so with 
the songs on this recording. While all 
his ideas are here, they are expressed 
in such a clearway as to be revelations. 
Music is Manson's greatest means of 
expression, and he himself is aware of 
this fact. The first song of side one 
states, "How else do you think I could 
talk with you except through the mu¬ 
sic? How else do you think I could stop 
the confusion in your mind? So come 
on, and sing these songs, as you come 
along to the music.. .Each unto his own 
kind", the folk style of the music is 
haunting when layed alongside the 
amazing lyrics which certainly pull no 
punches- - "When you see the children 
with the x's on their heads, if you dare 
to look at them soon you will be dead". 
One of the most refreshing things about 
statements like these is that no one can 
deny they aren't rooted in truth... just 
ask Sharon Tate's mom. And you can 
be sure they are NOT being made from 
some weepy moralistic viewpoint as 
consistent refrains like "No Wrong, No 
Wrong - Come Along..." definitely at¬ 
test. The acoustic sounds and sweet 
melodies which emanate here often¬ 
times convey intense power - you can 
feel secure in the knowledge that these 
lilting psalms are the most fitting ac¬ 
companiment for baptisms of blood and 
steel. 

An evocative version of "Always is 
Always" set the mood for side two. 
This song is probably one of the most 
well-known as it appeared on the LIE 
l.p. in an acapella version sung by the 
girls of the "family". The melody is one 
that plays like a tape loop in your head; 
but what better way to occupy your 
mind than the undying words of this 
masterful philosopher. Here Manson 
speaks not only from his own mind, but 
rather from the mind of the Eternal 


Soul, transcending present - time and 
culling the voices of the dead from the 
past. Not surprising that numerous songs 
on this release feature lyrics about 
"rising from the grave" and other sen¬ 
timents like "Look inside yourself for 
your father" - - this is one "family" that 
communes intimately with the spirits 
of its ancestry. Manson is a modem - 
day heretic, and one sees the thoughts 
of the most notorious heretics of the 
past, men like Meiter Eckhart and Alfred 
Rosenberg, resurging once again in 
Manson's pure vision. 

It would be inaccurate to give the 
impression that these recordings are 
obsessive in their reference to gloom, 
doom, death, and destruction. While 
the l.p. has numerous words about "devil 
men", "graveyards", and "Satan", here 
they are intoned in the morbid manner 
of born-again Christians. For Manson, 
wise man that he is, recognizes the 
fallacy of any absolute duality in na¬ 
ture. Opposites exist, but for life to flour¬ 
ish they must operate side by side, or 
better yet, hand in hand. Labels such as 
"good” and "evil" are mere phantasms 
of the human imagination, and can hardly 
be applied subjectively (OR objectively) 
to aspects of such awe - inspiring un¬ 
knowns like life and death. Everything 
has its appointed place in the Universal 
Order, and one who realizes this essen¬ 
tial fact will not shun duties bloody or 
those 'unpleasant to the weak of spirit. 
For it is only after the turmoil and total 
conflagration of Ragnarok that the world 
is once more reborn into a new order of 
purity and truth. Such is the way of the 
eternal rotations of nature, and it is 
exemplified in simple verses in Man- 
son's lyrical poetry: "THE FIELDS 
ARE A' GOLDEN - THE CYCLE 
WILL COMPLETE; IN ORDER TO 
HARVEST THE GRAIN, YOU HAVE 
TO CUT THE WHEAT". 

On the back of the record is a short 
notice to buyers that the release is "not 
presented to provide you with cheap 
vicarious thrills", but you can be certain 
that a large majority will buy it for this 
reason. That is fine; the indoctrinating 
power behind this "innocent" record is 


strong enough to plant seeds in the few 
fertile minds that may come across it. It 
is both delicious food for thought and 
ACTION. Here is the torch being 
passed to the next generation - will any 
dare accept the honor? If some are to 
step forth, one can only hope they will 
be singing that haunting refrain: “NO 
WRONG, NO WRONG - COME 
ALONG..."

O.E.S. 

You need to hear this. O.E.S. (Ordo 
Equitum Solis) make some wonderful 
music, using technology and various 
strings to create a quite powerful and 
creepy sound, like the essence of an 
apocalyptic cathedral. Singing songs 
of lament and tragedy O.E.S. make some 
truly beautiful and haunting music. This 
was apparently produced by Tony 
Wakeford, and he one piece on this 
recording. Get this now while you have 
a chance to be saved! (Ordo Equitium 
Solis / BM OES / WC1N N3XX Lon¬ 
don / England) 

Sixth Comm - ASYLUM 
A grand orchestra of sound swirls 
through this gift from 6 Comm. Pat¬ 
rick's voice is almost as prominent as 
the music (which has become quite 
simplified compared to earlier 6 Comm 
releases) in most pieces on this record 
and his voice is rather angry too, going 
into diatribes, particularly powerful on 
"Red Cloak, Red Hat". This work ex¬ 
presses a distaste for governments gone 
to far, in this case particularly inspired 
by armchair viewing of the Thiamin 
Square incidence, leading to a rework¬ 
ing of the old Death In June song "Doubt 
to Nothing" into 6 Comm's "Doubt To 
Death". There is also a reworking of an 
early 6 Comm piece, "Content With 
Blood". For those thinking this is 6 Comm 
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doing old material again, this isn't quite 
true. With this release is the introduc¬ 
tion of Amodali to 6 Comm. Amondali 
is a adept to Sedicar magic and the 
serpent mysteries. She is also become 
Patrick's wife, having just recently 
giving birth to their twin boys. Amon¬ 
dali does a magic working of sorts here 
on "Birth Of Seven" with a preponder¬ 
ance of dark messages and tribal drum 
beats. "Asylum", the piece this album 
is titled after, is a quite interesting piece 
filled with marching drums and distant 
horns, making a final statement on war 
and the "madness of lords". (6 Comm

Sixth Comm - SEETHING 
limited edition of 900 
hand painted cover 
Wonderfully powerful! Here Patrick 
backs up Amondali with sound and very 
little vocals of his own. This release 
shows Amondali re-enstateing the 
power of the Goddess in her various 
forms, both separated and inseperatable 
from her consort. Tribal percussion 
plays' a huge part on this record, as well 
as chant like refrains and the presents 
of disembodied voices. Amondali 
speaks for the Goddess on six songs in 
the form of creation and destruction, 
mother and lover, recognizing both are 
necessary and intertwined. This is re¬ 
flected in the music and lyrics too, from 
anger and noise, too love and quiet 
melodies.

Sharkbait - Blowtoarch Face - Lift 

If you like percussion, this is something 
you'll want. Sharkbait uses some really 
bizarre things, from working with Taiko 
drummers from San Francisco to jack¬ 
hammers, and dry ice "played" with a 
blow torch. There is a lot of instrumen¬ 
tal pieces on this release, which is good 
because lyrics are not Sharkbait's strong 
suite. The songs are filled with percus¬ 
sion, varying with the introduction of 
flutes in some songs to metal style gui¬ 
tars. There are some good pieces on 
here but some weak spots too, I do look 


forward to what Sharkbait develops in 
the future.

Sleep Chamber - Sins Ov Obsession 
The sleeve notes here make this out to 
be some sortta daring release, but re¬ 
ally, there are just songs about sex. Sex 
is always an easy way to get some to 
like a song. The music is o.k., good at 
some points, dance - y sometimes - but 
nothing earth shaking or conscious al¬ 
tering.

Sol Invictus - Trees In Winter 
I think Sol Invictus is now really hitting 
their stride. Half of these songs are in 
The Unconquered Sun, two of them 
played on In The Jaws Of The Serpent. 
These first five songs hold the familiar 
Sol Invictus sound of acoustic guitar, 
accompanied by strong drums and 
electric bass, the five new songs are 
different, here Sol has developed a 
sound between folk and mideval music 
similar to the sound crafted on Current 
93's Earth Covers Earth, with the acous¬ 
tic guitar, the sound of strings, cello, 
creeping violin, electric bass, and drums. 
The songs are of Sol usual spirit, tales 
of murder, the tragedy of life, and the 
danger of unchecked materialism. My 
personal favorite is Looking For Eu¬ 
rope with it’s incessant bass and drums 
woven with violins " He walked to the 
Forest, to the Lair of the Wolf, said ' I'm 
looking for Europe, I'll tell you the truth.' 
Well some find it in a Flag, Some in the 
beat of a Drum, Some with a Book, And 
some with a Gun, Some in a kiss, and 
some on the March, But if your looking 
for Europe, Best look in your Heart."

TAINT - Prey 

I like the labeling. Side Top and Side 
Bottom. The sounds are of echoing and 
crushing, over and over again, giving 
me the impression this is for a sense 
deprivation scene, other wise it just 
goes on for to long.

there are any, are muffled, as if heard 
through several layers of leather, if you 
know what I mean.(P.O. Box 7150 /

V/A - Blut und Blute 

This is German for Blood and Blossom, 
the working idea for this tape compila¬ 
tion. I was really surprised and really 
enjoyed the songs and bands on here. 
The music ranges from what can be 
described as Gothic/Industrial with a 
medieval feel, to some very good 
"straight" industrial stuff, as well as 
some danceable stuff. The groups on 
here come from all over Europe. The 
groups are - 33, Allerseelen, Solar 
Lodge, Wild Shrine, Tomografia As- 
siale Compwterizzata, Love Grave, 
White Stains, Mental Measuretech, 
Place of clod, Rosengracht, and Yeast 
Culture.

I'm not sure Skinny Puppy needs to be 
done over again, but apparently a lot of 
these bands think so.

The music falls under the 
moniker of industrial dance music, with 
an emphasis on dance. The groups on 
this release are Retina, Blast Conser¬ 
vatory, Switchblade Symphony, Car¬ 
bon 14, Stash Krohl, Constant Velocity, 
Grotus, Iao Core, Diatribe, M.N.L.F. 
(Magical Noise Liberation Front), and 
Shark Bait. My personal favorite was 
Switchblade Symphony's "Mine Eyes", 
a beautiful mix of something like the 
sound of an electronic harpsichord, 
dance beats and some great female 
vocals, its refreshing to hear vocals 
you can understand, I mean the voice is 
used to say something, why distort it 
beyond understanding?

Then enters who we've all been waiting 
for - Boyd Rice - swaggering in behind the wolf angle podium dressed 
like an SS Cossack. The first song, the title of this video, "TOTAL 
WAR" is just..., well I don't want to use overused words, lets just say 
its Wunderbar. " Do you want a total war? Do you want to throw out 
Christ and bring back Thor? " This is followed by a perverted version 
of Silent Night called "Holy War" sung by Rose McDowall. "Sunrise" 
mixes the marching drums with the building up and swirling of noise 
one expects from NON. "Sunrise" flows into "Fire In The Organism 
- Vengeance", then followed by "Without Justice" and "Might Is 
Right", several variations on Boyd's themes on life, death, war, and 
the history of the human race.
